ANOTHER UHF DX RECORD af 


“Why not?” 
“Yes, let's break the 2,900 Miz world DX (Jong-distance) record!” 
‘This might have been the gist of a conversation earlier this year 
between Bill Byrd (WASHGN) of Muscle Shoals, Ala., and Paul 
Wilson (W4HHK) of Collierville, Tenn. And break the world record 
they did! 

Bill and Paul are both amateur radio operators, and members of 
the Third U.S. Army Military Affiliate Radio System (MARS), as 
ADSHGN and A¢HHK, respectively. Both are inveterate ex- 
perimenters, anxious to advance the “state of the art” in their 
avocation of radio communications. They have conducted endless 
experiments; designed, built and modified equipment, much of it 
furnished by MARS; and tried new techniques in preparation for 
their record-breaking communications feat this summer. 

On July 8, Bill drove a panel truck to.a place called Sunset Rock 
near Bon Air, Tenn. Inside the truck was seemingly enough exotic 
radio equipment to monitor a space flight, and on a trailer behind, 
ooking not unlike a large mechanical turtle, was a specially tuned 
and rigged 10-foot dish antenna. 

Working from an elevation of nearly 2,000 feet above sea-level, 
and using an astro-compass to point his dish antenna in precisely: 
the right direction, Bill first attempted to contact Paul on the 
morning of July 10. Repeated attempts that first day were un- 
successful, but early on July 11 another call brought the looked-for 
‘response: ‘This is W4HHK reading you loud and clear!” 

‘The record thus established was for 249 statute miles, as 
established by aeronautical charts. And the record is now official, 
having been recognized early in September this year by QST, of- 
ficial publication of the American Radio Relay League, largest 
association of amateur radio operators in the world. 

‘Two hundred forty-nine miles away, to the uninitiated, may not 
seem like a very astounding distance in this age af moon voyages 
and globe-girdling communications. But the record set by Messrs. 
Byrd and Wilson was at a frequency of 2,300,000,000 eycles per 
second — approximately four times as high as that of the highest- 
frequency UHF TV stations on the air in most parts of the United 
States. 

At that frequency, and even at thase as much as 75 times lower, 
‘communication is normally limited to line-of-sight, or the horizon. 
‘And 249 miles is more than 160 miles beyond the horizon in the 
locatior used by Bill and Paul. ‘ 

Also, there's the matter of power. Commercial UHF TV stations 
routinely use more than a million watts of power to send an ac- 
ceptable signal $0 miles or less, Bill and Paul communicated aver 
their record-breaking distance using less than a thousand watts, 
the legal limit for all radio amateurs, 

Itall adds up toa most impressive achievement, especially when 
‘one remembers that it was accomplished by two amateurs using 
mastly home-built or modified surplus equipment.

‘was brought up by an interested amateur and the ruling by the FCC 
‘was completely contrary to long-accepted and historical usage of 
Signing the call sign belonging to the station. 

‘These two instances point out the hidden danger of asking a 
government employee (ie. the FCC) a question because the 
[Possibility exists of your obtaining an answer that may be contrary 
{olong accepted usage and contrary to more liberal interpretations 
of the regulation. This answer becomes dogma and our whole 
structure is shaken to its very foundation, 

Itis expecied that the interpretations as regards the “Eye Bank” 
network (which, by inference, includes all public service functions 
‘as performed by amateurs) will shortly be resolved. It is promising 
to hole that no citations have been issued to date so certainly, a 
resolution of the problem ean be effected. (See October QST 
editorial for details). 

However, 1 urge each Radio Amateur, whether an ARRL 
‘member or not, to please check with Headquarters if you have a 
question about some aspect of the regulations prior to making @ 
formal query of the FCC. In this way we can avoid getting a reply 
that might tie our hands in the future, 

The league ig in a position to obtain answers to your questions 
about regulations, This is one of the reasons for the ARRL and is 
part of the benefits of belonging. 

‘The major point is: IF YOU HAVE A QUESTION ABOUT 
REGULATIONS, DON'T ASK FCC!!

We are pleased to report that the League is NOT playing dead on 
the question of increases in amateur radio examination and license 
fees. Although disheartened by the massive increase in fees, the 
‘League has filed with F.C.C. a Petition for Reconsideration and 
Rehearing, asking that the fee increase be suspended and set aside, 
and that certain amateur examination procedures be revised to 
Jessen the burden upon applicants, This last proposal involved a 
code practice credit for 12 months after successfully passing the 
‘code element of any exam, so that simply passing the written exam 
within 12 months thereafter would suffice 

‘The League's request was very well stated, and emphasized 
these particular points: 

1. Maintenance and growth of the Amateur Radio Service has 
been severely endangered. 

2. Carefully prepared. constructive comments appear to have
